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This is a decision on the "Petitions Under 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.181, 1.183 and 
1.137(f)," filed June 12, 2002, which petitions are being treated solely under the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.181 to withdraw the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office's 
(USPTO's) erroneous acknowledgment of a nonpublication request. 

The petition under 37 CFR 1.181 is granted . 

Petitioner requests under 37 CFR 1 .181 that the USPTO correct an error in the 
filing receipt acknowledging receipt of a nonpublication request. Petitioner 
contends that no such nonpublication request was made at the time of filing of the 
application.
